country districts, I don't see why the 
plan couid not be made successful. 


"Nearly all the farmers now have 


telephones and many live long dis- 


thf phone to the man in the country 
he could have his reply ready by the 
time the rural mail carrier 
came 


along so he would enjoy almost the 
same advantage as the man in the 
city. 


"I think we could have a series of 


special stamps fo-- The purpose that 
would designate 
-row 
many words 


should be read over the phone. This 
could be done at a comparatively 
small cost to the public and it need 
not eventually be a burden to the 
government."
